Some of the “essentials" which Angle 
listed, include: 

A broad curriculum, with emphasis on

As the autumn hiking season picks up 
speed. Pennsylvania Power & Light Co. 
urges the public to ask the permission of 
landowners before entering power transmis¬ 
sion line clearings. 

' PP&L neither owns nor rents the land 
that makes up a power line clearing.” said 
Robert T Manley . Scranton Area Manager. 
We have permission to build, operate, main¬ 
tain and repair our lines and support towers, 
but the land is not ours. 

"1 he property owners can decide whether 
to allow hikers and others to use their land, 
and some of them are quite angry about the 
unauthorized use of off-road vehicles on 
their property." Manley added. “Some 


owners have asked the state police to moni¬ 
tor their land, and arrest for trespassing 
anyone driving a car. truck or motorcycle 
without the owner's permission.” 

Refuse left by people using the power line 
clearings, some of which indicates large 
gatherings have taken place, also has upset 
landowners. 

Destruction of grasses and ground-cover 
vegetation, by vehicles, campfires and piles 
of trash, can cause problems with increased 
soil erosion and rainwater runoff. Manley 
added. No one likes to see land damaged by 
the careless actions of a lew," he said. 

Hikers, photographers and others who 


wish to travel on power line clearings can 
help make sure that those who follow them 
will also be welcome by observing a few 
basic rules of courtesy: 

• Ask permission of the owner of private 
lands that must be crossed to reach the 
power line clearings. 

• Ask permission of the power line clear¬ 
ing landowners. 

• Be considerate of the landowner’s concern 
for the property, destroy nothing, and leave 
nothing behind when you exit. 

“We hope that the landowners will always 
welcome the public and allow their proper¬ 
ties to be used by us all.” said Manley. “but 1 
suppose that all depends on how we behave 
when we’re on their land."
